DRASTIC TAXES 
IMPOSED UPON 
SHOWMEN BY 
WAR TAX BILL 


As It Comes From the Confer- 
ence Committee 


Theatrical and Moving Picture 
Interests Hard Hit 


But Outdoor Men, Thanks to 
Frank L. Albert, Fare Better 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 30.—An 
analysis of the War Revenue Bill as 
agreed upon by the Senate and House 
conferees by several well-known show- 
men shows that the moving picture 
industry and cabarets have been 
handed a wallop that will put thou- 
sands of more houses out of business 
and close thousands of others tem- 
porarily. This will precipitate many 
failures, it is feared, among the con- 
cerns higher up, which are grossly 
overcapitalized and have been op- 
erated in a wasteful and extravagant 
manner. 

It w.il close cabarets by the hun- 
dreds, for even music with a meal will 
be taxed. 

Theatrical interests also come in for 
a stiff gruelling, but owing to condi- 
tions are better able to stand up un- 
der it. If the pictures are put out of 
commission largely, the theaters, ow- 
ing to the increased patronage they 
may expect from that source, will be 
able to pay the tax quite cheerfully. 

The outdoor showmen, owing to the 
untiring efforts of Frank L. Albert, 
secretary of NOSA, come off with a 
thoroly reasonable tax, but awing to 
their inability to obtain transportation 
from the railroads will not benefit 
from it. 

The following is a full, complete and 
accurate report of that section of the 
bill affecting amusements: 

Section 700. That from and after 
the first day of December, 1917, there 
shall be levied, assessed, collected and 
paid (A) a tax of one cent for 
each ten cents or fraction thereof of 
the amount paid for admission to any 
place, including admission by season 
ticket or subscription, to be paid by 
the person paying such admission: 
Provided, that the tax on admission 
of children under 12 years of age, 
where an admission charge for such 
children is made, shall in every case 
be one cent, and (B) in the case of 
persons (except bona fide emplovees, 
municipal officers on official business 
and children under 12 years of age) 
admitted free to any place at a time 
when and under circumstances under 
which an admission charge is made

Six of Which Are Foreign and 
Two American 


New York Run of Four Weeks 
To Begin January 22. 


New York, Oct. 1.—Director Cleo- 
fonte Campanini last week announced 
the completion of the work of organ- 
izing the Chicago Opera Association’s 
forces for the coming season, as well 
as details of his plans. Many nov- 
elties, including both operas and 
artists, are promised. Six new foreign 
operas will be presented in addition 
to two new American operas and a 
score or more of the standard French 
ond Italian works. The company’s sea- 
son at the Lexington Theater will be 
for four weeks, opening January 22. 

Among the new works will be Le 
Sauteriot, by Sylvio Lazari, the young 
French composer. This will be its 
world premiere. Another of the new 
offerings will be Isabeau, the work of 
Pietro Mascagni. Isabeau, altho new 
to this country, has been sung abroad, 
and the same can be said of Le Chemi- 
neau, by Xavier Leroux. Others in- 
clude Massenet’'s posthumous opera, 
Cleopatra, which will be given here 
with a celebrated prima donna in the 
title role; Aphrodite, by Camille Er- 
langer, and Le Vieil Aigie, by Raoul 
Geunsbourg, the latter of which is in 
one act. 

The two new American works, which 
will be presented by casts of Ameri- 
can singers, will be Henry Hadley’s 
Azora and Arthur Nevin's Daughter of 
the Forest. 

The revivals will include Pelleas 
and Melisande, Sapho, Griselidis, ana 
Don Quichette, in French; Falstaff, 
Fedora, The Jewels of the Madonna, 
and Secret of Suzanne, in Italian; 
Meyerbeer’s Dinorah and L’Afracaine, 
Verdi’s Ernani, and Ricci’s Crispino 
e la Comare. Among other operas 
which will probably be given are La 
Tosca, La Boheme, Cavalleria Rusti- 
cana, Pagliacci, Francesca Da Riminy, 
Rigoletto, Aida, LaTraviata, La Gio- 
conda, Lucia di Lammermoor, Bar- 
biere di Siviglia, Les Huguenotos, 
Dakme, Jongleur de Notre Dame, 
Thais, Manon, Samson et Delila, 
Louise, Les Contes d’ Hoffmann, Faust 
and Carmen.

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PUBLIC DEFENDER SUCCESS 
IN BRIDGEPORT, CONN. 


New Venture, Given Initial Tryout in the East, 
Shows the Wisdom and Right of Such an 
Official—Wins 42 Out of 43 Cases 


Bridgeport, Conn., Oct. 1.—The Pub- 
lic Defender is a demonstrated suc- 
cess. Bridgegport will go down in 
history as the first big Eastern city to 
speculate with the venture, the out- 
come of a fight waged for many years, 
which had its culmination in the pass- 
ing of an act creating the office at 
the last session of the General Assem- 
bly of Connecticut. 

When the September term of court 
convened in Bridgeport Attorney Rob- 
ert G. DeForest assumed his new 
duties, and with remarkable success. 

In forty-three cases argued against 
the Prosecuting Attorney Mr. DeForest 
lost but one, a remarkable record, but 
one which advocates of the Public 
Defender point out plainly demon- 
strates the need for such an official.

WARNING ISSUED 


By American Federation of Musicians 
Regarding Copyright Music 


New York, Oct. 1.—That unlicensed houses 
may not unwillingly fall into possible complica- 
tions which may arise from the playing of copy- 
right music, the American Federation of Musi- 
cians has sent out a sweeping order to its mem- 
bers warning them not to play copyright music 
in any instance without the consent of their em- 
ployers. President Weber said today that this 
order was sent out as much for the protection 
of house managers as for the Federation’s own 
members. 

“We have no objection to playing copyrighted 
music,”’ he said, “but we want to make sure 
that everyone understands the conditions.’”” He 
added that many house managers had refused to 
pey the tax and if copyright music was played, 
either with or without their knowledge, they 
would be subject to the tax.

SHOWMEN BY WAR TAX BILL

to other persons of the same class a tax of one 
cent for each ten cents or fraction thereof of 
the price so charged to such other persons for 
the same and similar accommodations to be paid 
by the persons so admitted, and (C) a tax of 
one cent for each ten cents or fraction thereof 
paid for admission to any public performance 
for profit at any cabaret or other similar enter. 
tainment to which the charge for admission is 
wholly or in part included in the price paid 

for refreshments, service, or merchandise, 

In the case of persons having the permanent 
ute of boxes or seats in an opera house, or any 
Place of amusement, or a lease for the use of 
such box or seat in such opera house or place 
of amusement. there shall be levied, assessed, 
collected and paid a tax equivalent to ten per 
centum of the anount for which a sim'lar box 
or seat is sold for performance or exhibition at 
which the box or seat is used or reserved by or 
for the lessee or bolder. These taxes shall not 
be imposed in the case of a place the maximum 
charge for admission to which is 5 cents, or in 
the case of shows, rides and other amuements 
(the maximum charge for admission to which 
is ten cents) within outdoor general amusement 
parks, or in the case of admission to such 
parks. 


No tax shall be levied under this title in 
respect to any admissional the proceeds of 
which inure exclusively to the benefit of re- 
litiews, educational or charitable institutions, 
societies or organizations, or admissions to agr!- 
cultural fairs none of the profits of which are 
distributed to stockhold:rs or members of the 
association conducting the same. 


The term ‘‘admission.”” as used in this title, 
includes seats and tables, reserved and other- 
vise, and ether similar accommodations, and 
the charges made therefor. 


"Section 701. That from and after the first 
day of November, nineteen bundred and seven- 
teen, there shall be levied, assessed, collected 
and paid, a tax equivalent to ten per centum 
of any amount paid as dues or membershin fees, 
including initiation fees, to any social, athlet'c 
or sporting club or organization where such dues 
or fees are in excess of $12 a year, such taxes 
> be paid by the person paying such dues or 
ees. 


Section 702. That every person, corporation. 
partnership or assoc'ation receiving any pay- 
ments for such admission, dues or fees, shall 
collect the amount of the tax imposed by Sec- 
tion 701 from the person makine such pay- 
ments, or (BR) adm'tting any person free to any 
place of admission to which a charge is made 
shall collect the amount of the tax imposed 
by Section 700 from the person so admitted, 
and (C) in either case shall make returns and 
payments of the amounts so collected, at the 
same time and in the same manner as provided 
in Section 503 of th’s act. 


The bill also provides a tax equivalent to one 
cent per linear foot upon all moving picture 
films whieh have rot been exposed, sold by the 
manufacturer or imvorter, and a tax of one- 
half of one cent per linear foot upon all posi 
tive moving picture films containing a picture 
ready for projection. sold or leased by the 
manufacturer ~re’rcer or importer,

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HIT-PICKING 
AS A FINE ART 


Elements That Enter Into This 
Most Vital Phase of the 
Music Publishing Game 


There is a saying going the rounds that 
“there’s a $25,000 per year job awaiting the 
man who can pick hits—sufficiently far in ad- 
vance.”’ 

Can a hit be picked in advance? 

The answer is like the Dutchman’s answer to 
the hypothetical question: Yes and no. 

Of course, it is beyond the limits of human 
intelligence for any person to pose as an in- 
fallible picker of hits. Such a superman never 
existed and probably won't as long as the music 
business remains a field of competitive endeavor. 

Here are a few of the considerations which 
enter into the process of picking hits—and their 
very classification hints at the many difficulties 
encountered: (1) Caliber of the song as a piece 
of workmanship. (2) Strength of individuality 
(in some instances it has a better chance when 
it conforms to others on the same market, and 
in other instances this condition alone will doom 
a song). (3) Professional conditions. (4) 
Counter conditions. (5)Public fads and fancies. 
(6) Conduct of the popularization campaign. (7) 
Is the field of appeal which the song will com- 
mand sufficiently broad to insure sales? (the 
old question of stage songs that have much or 
little counter value). (8) Simplicity of structure 
combined with thoro handling of subject matter. 
(9) Publisher’s confidence. (10) Writer’s con- 
fidence. 

We make no pretense of putting these con- 
tributory factors in the order of their importance, 
because conditions change the order and the 
combinations. These ten elements cited should 
be considered like the basic elements used in 
chemistry, each standing alone, yet producing 
chemical combinations. This allegory would be 
more complete if we’d prepare a corresponding 
table of negatives, but that is hardly necessary 
if the full import of the classification is borne 
in mind. 


Very few of the elements need further ex- 
planation. One and two speak for themselves. 
By professional conditions is meant the oppor- 
tunity to induce many performers to use the 
song simultaneously. As the market is at 
present conducted this opportunity seems to be 
shrinking perceptibly to an alarming extent. 

Counter conditions are many. A tendency to 
undermine the wholesale price is frequently dan- 
gerous. Steps taken by publishers to improve 
conditions, even when taken for the sake of the 
uitimate sales sometimes react against the 
counters in a way that makes the publishers 
suffer. Lack of hits upon the general market 
makes the counters sluggish and it is hard to 
make meritorious numbers move, 

The American public is a butterfly chaser. 
We confine seriousness in mental processes to 
Bewspapers—and even then the news, joke and 
sporting sections (not to mention advertise- 
ments) clash in their claim of interest. We are 
a people of fads. We like new sensations and 
don’t care how much we are bunked as long as 
we're interested. We reward accomplishment 
rather than effort and have no interest in the 
quality offerings of those who fail to succeed. 
Just because the public is so hard to sauge it 
may go into ecstasies over a meaningless noth- 
ing, while masterpieces are ignored. 


The conduct of the campaign is very im- 
portant, because the American public will not 
only fall for what they like, but also for what 
they are told they will like. This explains the 
recent success of conducting campaigns in papers 
like The Saturday Evening Post. Publishers 
should know when to spend money, when not 
to spend it—also where. As this includes the 
entire question of disbursement, including payroll 
and ability to be noticed in the midst of the 
many in the field, it is a most important ele- 
ment, 

Publishers use stage songs for two reasons: 
(1) To influence the popularity of other songs 
in the same catalog, and (2) because they be- 
lieve the songs | sales possibilities. It is 
frequently possible to predetermine sales possi- 
bilities of stage songs in certain cases while 
the numbers are still in manuscript form. 

At first glance classification 8 seems the same 
as 1. But it isn’t. A song many be a great 
piece of workmanship and yet not have sufficient 
body. It may also be beautiful and yet possess

SONG LOGIC 


NEW FACES 


Those of you who have “‘hung around”’ professional rooms for many seasons seem to see the same 
faces in all the’ eaices each time you visit them. You receive a hearty welcome from the ———— 
manager and his staff, the same staff you've always seen, with the exception of that awkwa 
looking pianist or plugger perhaps. You take your eyes off the new acquisition and join many 
others, giving welcome to some particularly successful song wyiter who steps in with the con- 
fident air of one who has made good and expects to continue doing so. If you are very observing 
you may note a peculiar flush light up the countenance of the sta ff-newcomer as the genius strides 
by, but the chances are that you're too preoccupied to notice him. You keep visiting the office 
many times and always find conditions pretty much the same—the same faces invariably greet 
you, tho a member of one staff may join another. But stay! After a certain interval you visit 
the office and find that the acknowledged genius is a “‘has been.’’ Another has stepped into his 
shoes with a string of hits. He bears a striking resemblance to the newcomer of some time 
before, tho there is nothing awkward about him now. The flush of respectful longing is lost in 
the gleam that goes with consciousness of success. You conclude that new faces are occasionally 
encountered in publishers’ emporiums after all. 


THE TRICK 


A song writer (who used to prepare hits for our fathers, disappeared for a few seasons and 
then ‘‘came back”? with a big batch of successful songs) when asked why he had remained away 
from the game for so many years replied: ‘‘It took me a long time to learn the intricacies of modern 
syncopation. I kept on writing the old-fashioned stuff, knowing all the while that it wasn’t 
‘there,’ and was hurt but not surprised when I found that nobody wanted it. Finally I set to 
work in earnest to learn the modern way of doing things—and succeeded.”’ 


Is the ultra modern way of writing songs a demonstration of genius or does it consist in 
mastering a ‘‘trick?’’ Is it inspiration or exposition of a definite method? The question is 
debatable, but, judging by the recurrence of successful writers, we are inclined to conclude that 
it is a ‘‘trick.’’ depending upon definite laws, which, once mastered, form as simple a basis for 
the modern song as did the even rhymes and meters of a forgotten yesterday. 


Syncopation involves the vse of mixed meters, not of an uneven meter. That's why the in- 
experienced amateur who judges successful songs superficially produces such ridiculous hodge- 
podge when he tries to do what hit writers accomplish. Instead of employing mixed, yet even, 
meter he tells his story to an unevenly expressed strain, which seldom or never measures correctly. 

Perhaps the best way to explain the method of evolving this ‘“‘trick’’ is to say that no 
measures omitted in any one part are completely disposed of unless some other similar part has 
an identical omission. The double omission trings the two lines up to equal length, no matter 
in which part of the song either may occur. Now, if the omitted beats are used near the end 
of the song, especially when incorporated in the punch, before the last line, a surprisingly pietsing 
effect is registered. It is unexpected without being abrupt and may have much to do with the 
popularization power of the song. 

This explanation may seem somewhat deep, but, if you want to master modern syncopation 
before writing out any of your own ideas, apply the above logic to some successful song of this 
classification and you will be surprised to find how simple the whole “‘trick’’ really is. 


CAMOUFLAGE OR BOOMERANG? 


Camouflage, as you know, is the battle stunt of concealing death-dealing instruments tehind 
innocent looking, imitation shrubbery. However, it doesn’t always work in the music publishing 
field, particularly when big houses issue bulky catalogs with the idea that one of the songs will 
creep out of the batch and prove a sensation. Frequently this camouflage is a case of all shrub- 
bery and no ammunition. Of course, a ‘‘natural’’ may be concealed somewhere in the batch, but 
this is a rather remote contingency. The sad part is that some publishers think they are well 
armed for the season merely because they have many songs. They refuse to take, or even hear, a 
great song sheerly because they have many indifferent ones. This way of doing business apper- 
tains more of boomerang aspect than of camouflage, because instead of hitting the market the 
immense catalogs are more than likely to backfire and prove powerful ammunition in killing the

little appeal. That's why the simple song is so 
greatly desired—since simplicity and appeal go 
Land in hand. But superficial evidences of 
ignorance on the part of the writer do not con- 
stitute simplicity. 

Confidence on the part of writer and publisher 
really play a greater part than most people 
imagine. Some writers can put over their own 
songs because of the sincerity with which they 
allude to them. Publisber’s confidence is tre- 
mendously vital. Frequently the campaign on 
a song which starts out like a bit stagnates be- 
eause the publisher for one reason or another 
loses confidence. Also, some songs, slow in 
starting, finally make good because the pub- 
lisher refused to acknowledge defeat. 

As a matter of fact this $25,000 job is not 
open. Most publishers really believe themselves 
to be great judges of manuscripts. They say 
they would pay $25,000 for an infallible expert, 
but, in reality, they use this stock phrase to 
excuse their gambling proclivities. 

Many performers are good judges of manv 
scripts—tho some are not. A few have in- 
tuitive perceptions which are of great value to 
publishers and writers—and to the game as a 
whole, When a performer is a good judge of 
manuscripts and a sufficiently capable inter- 
prefer to convince the public of this discern- 
ment he is doing the publisher a favor far be- 
yond estimate. And the favor he does to the 
theater management and public counts some, too.

PECUNIARY REWARD 


We are living in a materialistic age when 
all things, including music, come under the 
compass of the barsh, prosaic question, ‘Does 
it PAY?’ We speak of artistic success, but, 
as a matter of fact, the only artistic success 
which we really recognize is that which results 
in the worldly enrichment of the successful in- 
dividual, Editors always accept readable copy 
which refers to the summer bome, wiater pal- 
ace or pew-modeled automobile of the success- 
ful star in the musical firmament. The one 
out standing feature of Caruso’s singing that the 
average American remembers is not the sweet 
ness or power of bis tenor voice, but the num- 
ber of thousands of dollars be receives for a 
single night's work, We like to be overawed 
at the amount pledged a star for a concert en- 
gagement. The average prospective star, still 
in the making, sbould not be carried away by 
this angle of the work. While it Is true that 
many singers receive fabulous amounts for 
limited engagements, we are inclined to be- 
lieve that the worthy ones do not put too much 
stress upon this aspect of their work. They 
look upon financial matters as something foreign 
to themselves, a mechanical process to be at- 
tended to by agents or managers. But “future 
greats’ do not realize this; they have a mental 
picture of the star demanding a definite num- 
ber of thousands of dollars more this season 
than they received last year—and getting it. 
Many beginners are Inclined to look upon 
money and artistic success as synonymous. All 
aspirants sbould anticipate suitable pecuniary 
reward, but when the desire for it becomes an 
all-consuming passion, eclipsing the amount of 
thought put in the actnal endeavor to reach 
the highest artistic standards, the desire is 
likely to react in such a way that the artistic 
goal is never reached—io whigh case the 
pecuniary reward ts not forthcoming. In read- 
ing musical journals aspirants would do well to 
pass over descriptions of summer homes, dia- 
monds,“etc., and should confine their attention 
to sane editorial matter and real news. Pecuniary 
reward is an automatic process for real artists.

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‘THE LEGITIMATE STAGE 


CONDUCTED BY THEODORE A.LIEBLER JR. 


Continuing briefly from last week the dis- 
cussion of the defects on the ‘Broadway finish’ 
applied to plays by American dramatists, it 
may be worth while to note that ours is not 
the only country which subjects a play to 
pecullarly characteristic treatment to make it 
palatable to its national audiences. Perhaps 
nothing reveals the differences in national 
treatment so well as the adaptations of foreign 
plays in the various countries, Our own play- 
wrights have been singularly successful in 
transforming forcrign comedies and farces into 
staple American goods, many of them benefiting 
hugely thru the transformation, tho the more 
serious dramas usually love in values unless the 
adaptation is done by a well-trained specialist 
who has learned his trade, in part at least, in 
foreign capitals, The things that European 


dramatists do to American plays, however, 
sometimes pass all understanding. 
There is no country in which the art of 


showmanship and the technique of playwright- 
ing bas been as thoroly diagnosed and digested 
as in Germany. As most of our readers are 
aware, the traveling company is rare in Ger- 
many, the local stock system, such as obtained 
here before the days of systematic routing, still 
being in vogue. Consequently, when a play 
meets with success it is likely to be done by 
hundreds of companies thruout the empire, and, 
as a rule, is placed in repertoire, and not given 
for a run. The Germans argue that the best 
results are thus obtained, that a run of con 
tinvous performances dulls the finish of a prr- 
formance and makes it mechanical. When a 
play is deemed worthy of a permanent place 
in the repertoires of the leading theaters a 
study of it is made by a group of editors of a 
play manual, usually in consultation with the 
directors of its most important metropolitan 
productions. This manual is published annn- 
ally, I believe, and distributed among the thea- 
ters thruout the country. In it, after qa resume 
of the plot of the play, emphasizing its dra- 
matic values, advising the stressing of certain 
points and the slurring of others, come the 
various plots, scenic (with ground plansx), prop. 
erty and electrical, and a few words of advice 
to the stage managers, deta.ling the problems 
of stage direction to be met with in the staging 
of the play, and the solutions of these difficulties 
as hit upon by its early producers. A system 
such as this would prove of great valne to our 
own stock bouses, and a similar manual should 
be published here by all managers who release 


can bit it the harder and make it clang the 
louder with each stroke, 

But the thing that reduced the German 
Sherlock Holmes to absurdity was the means 
devised to supply conventional play values that 
a study of the original convinced its adapters 
were absent. In supplying them most of the 
real Salues of the play were murdered. Sher- 
lock Holmes must be made a real, human, flesh- 
and-blood individual; the love of interest must 
be developed, and se on. Imagine then our 
cold-blooded Sherlock Holmes, driven to depths 
of despair by the failure of his plans in the 
second act, groveling in Teutonic agony at the 
feet of the heroine, thrusting a pistol into her 
hanti and imploring ber to put an end to the 
incomplete creature that had so thoroly messed 
things up. But why go further in detailing the 
terrible things to which the German adapters 
subjected one of our pet thrillers? 

Another American play that has since had 
some measure of success in Germany was Clyde 
Fitch's The Truth, which was reduced to caric-

Of course, we have not yet been 
put to a real test. When the dreaded casualty 
lists begin to come we may have a national 
reaction of hatred against all things German. 
What if, as in England, business men find it 
advisable to drop names with a Teutonic ring. 
Imogine reading a two-line squib next year, 
for the war may reduce al] theatrical news to 
two-line squibs, to the effect that Classon & 
Earlington (nee K. & E.) have agreed to end 
their long-standing feud with the Sunberry 
Brothers (the same old Lee and Jake).

Out of the Home Newspaper — 200,000 Chau- 
tauquans Read Together—What the Chau- 
tauqua Reading Hour Means 


By PAUL M. PEARSON 


One night soon after little Mary retired she 
rolled from her bed to the floor, When her 
mother was picking her up she asked her how it 
happened. Sleepily, Mary answered: “I guess 
I most have fallen asleep too near the place 
where i got in.’’ 


The managers of the nationwide circuit 
chautauquas have mobilized and stimulated ev- 
ery summer the thinking of over eight million 
Americans. Each year they suggest new lines 
of community action and get whole towns 
aroused for better village life. Then comes 
the natural reaction, and the town falls asleep 
very near the place where it got started. The 
chautauqua reading hour is an ingenious plan to 
keep the home fires burning and the local forces 
active. 


It is the child of the Chautauqua Association 
of Pennsylvania, that association which was the 
first to dare the chilliness of the ‘**Pronuncia- 
tion Belt” and to ralty the intellectual forces 
of the, new South. Altho it found its hospitality 
there the idea seems likely to find just as wel- 
come a home upon the Pacific Coast or in the 
Northwest. For it meets a real need in a prac- 
tical way. 

In every American town live graduates of the 
old C. L. S. C., the reading course that started 
a third of a century ago beside Chautauqua 
Lake. So the idea is not new, but the method 
is. The older course, that endeavored to give 
people out of school the ‘“‘college outlook,’’ did 
so by means of attractive textbooks, The new 
movement makes the local newspaper the text- 
book, Everybody reads it, everybody believes 
in it, everybody talks about it. Within a 
single year this new course attracted ten times 
as many readers as are now pursuing the older 
course of study. 

The directors of the new Chautauqua Reading 
Hour are the acknowledged ‘*‘Big Four’’ of the 
public platform: Russell H, Conwell, LL.D.; 
Frank W. Gunsaulus, LL.D.; Newell Dwight 
Hillis, D.D., and S. Parkes Cadman, D.D. Tue 
editor of the series is William Byron Forbush, 
Ph.D., Litt.D., the well-known authority upon 
ebildhood and social problems, who already has 
a newspaper audience weekly of a million read- 
ers. 

Each year the subject is one of lively concern 
to the cities and towns of moderate size in 
America. Last year it was Public Health. 
Homely themes were treated like: How To 
Swat the Fly, How To Get Our Town To Pull 
Together, What Is a Clean Schoolhouse, How 
To Have a Clean-Cp Campaign, How To Cele- 
brate a Community Christmas, 

This summer the Eastern chautanquas make 
this same theme the central subject of their big

lecturers, The people are already alive and 
alert—they know something. After the lecturer 
goes they are prepared to act. Thus the chau- 
tauqua is outgrowing its yodeler days, its scrap-

ny concerts. About ninety per cent of the 
iverage audiences require music with a distinct 
elody and rhythm. 

It is a selentific fact, proven beyond the ques 
tion of a doubt, that the senses are all alike 
regarding variety. For When pur- 
chasing perfume, after a wuumber of glass 
stoppers have been waved under your nose, the 
sense of smell begins to tire, and, if you were 
tindfolded, it would be impose: bie to tell one 
odor from another. Again, suppose you have a 
favorite dish, strawberry shorteake as an illus 
tration Try to make a meal on this much- 
prized delicacy and you will yearn for a dil 
pickle or some corned beef and cabbage before 
you are thru.

The sense of taste soon craves a 
So it is with the sense of hearing. 
We guard against this in the sense of taste 
with the variety of our “table d’hote dinners.’

A pfogram should be buflt to progress; that 
is, @ach number should make its appeal to the 
isteper a little stronger than the previous one, 
If am acrobat did his closing climax, a triple- 
twister, fitet, the rest of his act would bore you. 
So it ig-erith a progressive program; reserve your 
“sure-fire hits’’ for the latter part when the 
blood pressure of your audience is lower, re- 
quiring more of your nervous energy to enthuse 
them. 


It is practically impossible to build a program 
wherein every number will please each person, 
but the program, as a whole, should always be 
the paramount issue. At times it is policy to 
sacrifice a number (to a certain extent) to make 
the following one more effective. Wagner was 
the first to do this and they chased him out of his 
own country, because he broke all the orthodex 
rules of harmony by using absolute discords, only 
to resolve immediately into a chord so beautiful 
ind sweet you would feel transplanted to 
another werld, and the sour one used preceding 
it enhanced the sweetness two-fold. 

Every small boy knows that by chewing the 
peppermint that grows down by ‘he old ‘‘swim- 
min’ bole’ he can drink the warm water there- 
from and it will taste cool and refreshing in 
comparison, 

These are psychological facts that should not 
be lost sight of in the building of a musical 
program, 

We are often asked why we change our pro- 
gram every few weeks. Well, first, we have 
found, in our fifteen years of lyceum experience 
traveling from Coast to Coast, that a selection 
may “get over’ immensely in New England and 

il fat in the Western States; and, second, if 
‘ou play the same selection every night for a 
month or six weeks, you become so tired of it 
you simply can not put the required amount of 
enthusiasm and personality into its rendition. 
It is obvious that when you lose interest in the 
interpretation of a number and it ceases to 
ound good to you it is a safe bet it has about 
the same effect on the helpless audience. Of 
course, it is only necessary to discontinue it 
temporarily; later you can go back to it and 
eet it over with renewed success, 

These rules, if followed, prevent getting into 
‘ rut, promote practice, make for efficlency and 
rob return dates of their terrors,

tertainers—have so corrupted the Chicago sa- 
loons that when an invoice was taken these 
poor dupes, who sold their manhood and woman- 
hood and often their souls, are now looked upon 
by the rich brewers as ‘‘the rubbish’? to be 
cleaned out when this gang of beef-bellied, bull- 


necked, diamond-bedecked hypocrites start to ~ 


clean house and disinfect their premises. 

William G. Legner, head of the Chicago 
Brewers’ Association, said: ‘‘We are convinced 
that the cabarets and the saloons ought to be 
divorced and we want to be the first to start.’’ 

Having deserted John Barleycorn when John 
was putting up a battle for his very existence, 
the brewers and saloonkeepers are now desert- 
ing the cabaret and dance-hall devotees. 

The truth of the matter is, the brewers and 
saloonkeepers are in a death struggle for their 
own life. The once despised probibitionist has 
them in the last trenches, and, beginning with 
a breakfast at the Hotel LaSalle on October 
20, a campaign will be launched by the club 
women to make Chicago dry, There will be a 
drive made to secure 106,000 names to a peti- 
tion to place the prohibition question before 
the people, and if the majority of the voters 
of this city say ‘“‘raus mit’’ the whole damna- 
ble, corrupting, soul-destroying business then 
Chieago should be saloonless, with the usual 
here-and-there anarchists and traitors to their 
country defying the people’s will. But if the 
people decide that they want saloons—well, the 
campaign to teach them that they voted against 
their own best interests will start all over 
again the morning after the election, for Old 
King Gambrinus is doomed. This is a bad time 
for kings, 

This Is the best thing that has happened for 
the musician and the singer, The Bacchana- 
lian haunts of booze-inflamed and glutted gour- 
mands should not be the home of music. 
Apollo didn’t ascend to qa throne; he ruled by 
reaching the hearts of men, 

Head Brewer Legner said: ‘“‘The abuse of 
license and privilege has caused this move. Now 
that whisky is on the wane many saloons will 
go out of business. I predict that on November 
1 this year 1,500 of the city’s nearly 7,000 
saloon licenses will lapse, This number will be 
increased to 3,000 by May 1, 1918.”" 

This whole stunt reminds us of the quack 
doctor who came to Chicago on a visit and 
while here visited one of these suds emporiums, 
where he took on a good-sized souse, then 
started to his harrel-house flop, when he was 
slugged by some thugs and left on a street car 
track, where ten minutes later his left leg was 
so mashed that the poor old wreck of a once 
better day was carted off to the charity ward 
of the city hospital, where a real physi- 
clan separated the old soak from the mangled 
and bruised member, which was done tu save 
his life. 

Rut when the convalescent patient. was leav- 
ing the hospital he said: ‘Doc, I’m sorry you 
buried that leg of mine, Why, if I had that 
leg here now I could rub some of my Magic 
Salve on it and a new man would grow cut 
of it.”

tauquans Read Together—What the Chau- 
tauqua Reading Hour Means 


By PAUL M. PEARSON 


One night soon after little Mary retired she 
rolled from her bed to the floor. When her 
mother was picking her up she asked her how it 
happened. Sleepily, Mary answered: “I guess 
1 most have fallen asleep too near the piace 
where I got in.’’ 


The managers of the nationwide circuit 
chautauquas have mobilized and stimulated ev- 
ery summer the thinking of over eight million 
Americans. Each year they suggest new lines 
of community action and get whole towns 
aroused for better village life. Then comes 
the natural reaction, and the town falls asleep 
very near the place where it got started. The 
chautauqua reading hour is an ingenious plan to 
keep the home fires burning and the local forces 
active. 


It is the child of the Chautanqua Association 
of Pennsylvania, that axsociation which wae the 
first to dare the chilliness of the ‘**Pronuncia- 
tion Belt” and to ral'y the intellectual forces 
of the new South. Altho it found its hospitality 
there the idea seems likely to find just as wel- 
come a home upon the Pacific Coast or in the 
Northwest. For it meets a real need in a prac- 
tical way. 

In every American town live graduates of the 
old C. L. 8S. C., the reading course that started 
a third of a century ago beside Chautauqua 
Lake. So the idea is not new, but the method 
is. The older course, that endeavored to give 
people out of school the “‘college outlook,’’ did 
so by means of attractive textbooks, The new 
movement makes the: local newspaper the text- 
book, Everybody reads it, everybody believes 
in it, everybody talks about it. Within a 
single year this new course attracted ten times 
as many readers as are now pursuing the older 
course of study. 

The directors of the new Chautauqua Reading 
Hour are the acknowledged “Big Four’ of the 
public platform: Russell H, Conwell, LL.D.; 
Frank W. Gunsaulus, LL.D:; Newell Dwight 
Hillis, D.D., and S. Parkes Cadman, D.D. Tue 
editor of the series is William Byron Forbush, 
Ph.D., Litt.D., the well-known authority upon 
childhood and social problems, who already has 
& newspaper audience weekly of a million read- 
ers. 

Each year the subject is one of lively concern 
to the cities and towns of moderate size in 
America. Last year it was Public Health. 
Homely themes were treated like: How To 
Swat the Fly, How To Get Our Town To Pull 
Together, What Is a Clean Schoolhouse, How 
To Have a Clean-Cp Campaign, How To Cele- 
brate a Community Christmas. 

This summer the Eastern chautanguas make 
this same theme the central subject of their big

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THE PSYCHOLOGY OF BUILDING 
A PROGRAM 


By CLAY SMITH, 
With the Smith-Spring-Holmes Orchestral Quintet 

In building a musical program there are three 
fundamentals that should be studied carefully: 
Kthythm, Power and Pitch. 

That basic principle. rhythm, is unquestion- 
ebly the predominating factor in all music. It 
siways has been and always will be, from the 
time the ancients beat on stones and various 
types of tom-toms down to the present sym- 
phony concerts. About ninety per cent of the 
average audiences require music with a distinct 
melody and rhythm. 

It is a scientific fact, proven beyond the ques- 
tion of a doubt, that the senses are all alike 
regarding variety. For instance: When pur- 
chasing perfume, after a wuumber of glass 
stoppers have been waved under your nose, the 
sense of smell begins to tire, and, if you were 
tiindfolded, it would be impossible to tell one 
odor from another. Again, suppose you have a 
favorite dish, strawberry shortcake as an illus 
tration. Try to make a meal on this much- 
prized delicacy and you will yearn for a dill 
pickle or some corned beef and cabbage before 
you are thru. The sense of taste soon craves a 
contrast. So it is with the sense of hearing. 
We guard against this in the sense of taste 
with the variety of our “table d’hote dinners,"’ 
Every musical program should be carefully 
planned and built to vary accordingly. 

Another scientific fact: If you play a certain 
number, say in the key of F, the sound waves 
strike the eardrum in a certain place. Then if 
you @#e an encore in the same key you continue 
to stfike the eardrum in the same place until 
it becomes very monotonous and wearisome to 
the @udience, and there will be an epidemic of 
consulting their “‘Ingersolls."* 

In our program, if we use a number that is 
powerful, pitched in a high key and composed 
for the most part of very rapid melodies, we 
always take an encore the opposite in all three 
of these fundamentals, very slow, soft and un- 
pretentious, in a low key. The second encore is 
ag@im changed to an entirely different style. 

A ptogram should be bullt to progress; that 
is, €ach numbet should make its appeal to the 
listeBer a little stronger than the previous one. 
If am acrobat did his closing climax, a triple- 
twister, Best, the rest of his act would bore you. 
So it igevith a progressive program; reserve your 
“sure-fire hits’? for the latter part when the 
blood pressure of your audience is lower, re- 
quiring more of your nervous energy to enthuse 
them, 

It is practically impossible to build a program 
wherein every number will please each person, 
but the program, as a whole, should always be 
the paramount issue. At times it is policy to 
sacrifice a number (to a certain extent) to make 
the following one more effective. Wagner was 
the first to do this and they chased him out of his 
ewan country, because he broke all the orthodex 
rules of harmony by using absolute discords, only 
to resolve immediately into a chord so beautiful 
and sweet you would feel transplanted to 
another world, and the sour one used preceding 
it enhanced the sweetness two-fold. 

Every small boy knows that by chewing the 
peppermint that grows down by the old “‘swim- 
min’ hole’ be can drink the warm water there- 
from and it will taste cool and refreshing in 
comparison, 

These are psychological facts that should not 
be lost sight of in the building of a musical 
program, 

We are often asked why we change our pro- 
gram every few weeks. Well, first, we have 
found, in our fifteen years of lyceum experience 
traveling from Coast to Coast, that a selection 
may “get over’’ immensely in New England and 
fall flat im the Western States; and, second, if 
you play the same selection every night for a 
month or six weeks, you become so tired of it 
you simply can not put the required amount of 
enthusiasm and personality into its rendition. 
It is obvious that when you lose interest in the 
interpretation of a number and it ceases to 
sound good to you it is a safe bet it has about 
the same effect on the helpless audience. Of 
course, it is only necessary to discontinue it 
temporarily; later you can go back to it and 
get it over with renewed success, 

These rules, if followed, prevent getting into 
« rut, promote practice, make for efficlency and 
rob return dates of their terrors.

BREWERS CUT OUT CABARET 
APPENDIX 


Old King Gambrinus, having disinherited poor 
old John Barleycorn and cast him from the 
charmed and gilded circle, has been keeping a 
strict surveillance over the saloons of Chicago, 
and the reports of his spies and detectives show 
that while all the cabaret resorts are not 
vicious, still there were so many of them shat 
are that the old King’s court has decided the 
only way to effectively stop the abuses of this 
whole business is to wipe out all of them, 
which they have asked the city council to do. 

The old, fast-slipping King has rallied the 
Chicago Brewers’ Association, the Chicago 
Liquor Dealers’ Association and dozens of Saen- 
gerbunds, Personal Liberty Leagues and the 
United Society of Booze Boosters so that all 
are now convinced that their former slaves— 
the musicians and singers, the actors and en- 
tertainers—have so corrupted the Chicago sa- 
loons that when an invoice was taken these 
poor dupes, who sold their manhood and woman- 
hood and often their souls, are now looked upon 
by the rich brewers as ‘‘the rubbish” to be 
cleaned out when this gang of beef-bellied, bdull- 
necked, diamond-bedecked hypocrites start to 
clean house and disinfect their premises. 

William G. Legner, head of ‘the Chicago 
Brewers’ Association, said: ‘‘We are convinced 
that the cabarets and the saloons ought to be 
divorced and we want to be the first to start.’* 

Having deserted John Barleycorn when John 
was putting up a battle for his very existence, 
the brewers and saloonkeepers are now desert- 
ing the cabaret and dance-hall devotees. 

The truth of the matter is, the brewers and 
saloonkeepers are in a death struggle for their 
own life. The once despised prohbibitionist has 
them in the last trenches, and, beginning with 
a breakfast at the Hotel LaSalle on October 
20, a campaign will be launched by the club 
women to make Chicago dry, There will be a 
drive made to secure 106,000 names to a peti- 
tion to place the prohibition question before 
the people, and if the majority of the voters 
of this city say ‘“‘raus mit” the whole damna- 
ble, corrupting, soul-destroying business then 
Chicago should be saloonless, with the usual 
here-and-there anarchists and traitors to their 
country defying the people’s will. But if the 
people decide that they want saloons—well, the 
campaign to teach them that they voted against 
their own best interests will start all over 
again the morning after the election, for Old 
King Gambrinus is doomed. This is a bad time 
for kings, 

This is the best thing that has happened for 
the musician and the singer, The Bacchana- 
lan haunts of booze-inflamed and glutted gour- 
mands should not be the home of music. 
Apollo didn’t ascend to a throne; he ruled by 
reaching the hearts of men, 

Head Brewer Legner said: ‘The abuse of 
license and privilege has caused this move. Now 
that whisky is on the wane many saloons will 
go out of business. I predict that on November 
1 this year 1,500 of the city’s nearly 7,000 
saloon licenses will lapse, This number will be 
increased to 3,000 by May 1, 1918.”" 

This whole stunt reminds us of the quack 
doctor who came to Chicago on a visit and 
while here visited one of these suds emporiums, 
where he took on a good-sized souse, then 
started to his barrel-house flop, when he was 
slugged by some thugs and left on a street car 
track, where ten minutes later his left leg was 
so mashed that the poor old wreck of a once 
better day was carted off to the charity ward 
of the city hospital, where a real physi- 
clan separated the old soak from the mangled 
and bruised member, which was done tu save 
his life.

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Editorial Comment 


Among the outdoor shows the sea- 
son of 1917 would have gone down into 
history as the greatest ever if it had 
not been for the utter collapse of our 
railroads. 

Even as it is a few exceptionally 
ucky shows, which will close early, will 
establish records. 

Mostly, however, outdoor organiza- 
tions were halted and thwarted by rail- 
road inefficiency and inadequacy and 


thrown back upon one another, with 
the result that certain sections of the 
country were played to death while 
others had few if any shows. 

Just at this time the South is a land 
overflowing with milk and _ honey. 
Many a show could recoup its losses 
and strike a very fair average for the 
seascn if it could make Dixie. 

But, again, the railroads prevent, and 
the one last forlorn hope of the tent 
contingent is thus dashed to earth. 

In these days, when the administra- 
tion is regulating the price of every- 
thing, we wonder if the pitiful plixht 
of outdoor showmen will receive con- 
sideration. Transportation, the vital 
necessity of their business, has been 
marked up and up on them until it is 
so higa that only a favored few can 
pay it and live, and now, even at the 
exorbiiant figures that -have been at- 
tained, it is unprocurable. 

Can not the powers that be at Wash- 
ington do something? 


In New York and almost to an equal 
extent in Chicago all indications thus 
far point to a marvelously prosperous 
theatrical season. The week stands 
and the three, two and one-nighters 
also promise big, but caution should 
be exercised and a vigilant eye kept 
constantly trained upon the “road” 
stands. 

The railroads can not only jeopardize 
enterprise in this field, but completely 
upset the most carefully laid plans— 
and at an hour’s notice. 


The fools, speculators, spendthrifts 
and gamblers that now so thickly infest 
the producing end of the game, and the 
greedy, grasping, grinding grafters 
who so largely control the machinery 
of distribution, must be driven out and 
kept out 

Then the businesslike and econom- 
ical firms remaining must be encour- 
aged and co-operated with. 

That is the American Exhibitors’ 
Association idea. 

Furthermore, it is the only way. 

Things will continue to go from bad 
to worse until the A. E. A. is powerful 
enough to dominate the industry. 

Just how much worse they will get 
is a matter that is up to the exhibitor. 

All he has to do to mend matters is 
to join the American Exhibitors’ Asso- 
ciation, pay his dues, and then persuade 
two other exhibitors to do likewise. 

If only one exhibitor in each State 
will get to work and land his two mem- 
bers before the week is out, and if those 
two will land their two before the end 
of another week, and this third bunch 
of recruits take but one week to pro- 
duce theirs in turn, etc., etc., the eighth 
week would see 11,924 new members in 
good standing, which, added to the 3,331 
already enlisted, would make 15,255, or 
practically every exhibitor in the 
United States, Canada, Hawaii, The 
Philippines, Alaska, Cuba and Porto 
Rico.

Exceeds Last Year’s Record by 20,000—Cash Re- 
ceipts Cover All Expenses and Leave Surplus 
in Treasury—Passes Eliminated—Good 
Prospects for Next Season 


Nashville, Tenn., Sept, 29.—The figures re- 
corded on the turnstile bear out the statement 
that the 1917 Tennessee State Far was the 
greatest exposition exer held in Tennessee. Com- 
parative figures indicate that the fair this year 
surpassed in point of attendance the fairs of 
previous years, and this achievement is more 
noteworthy in view of the fact that no passes 
were issued this year except to those hav ng 
actual business inside the grounds, and because 
of no cut rates having been placed into effect 
on Children’s Day, as has been the case in 
former years. Actual admissions for ths year 
as compared with the 1916 State Fair being as 
follows:

TOPEKA FREE FAIR 


Has Greater Number of Exhibits Than 
Ever Before 


Topeka, Kan., Sept, 29.—The Kansas Free 
Fair at Topeka’ had the most successful week 
of its history September 10 to 15. It had a 
greater number of exhibits, a greater variety 
of amusements and an immensely greater at- 
tendance than ever before. And for the second 
time in its history it closed ‘‘out of the red.” 

In two years Ph] Eastman, secretary, has 
put upon its feet, financially and otherwirse, a 
fair that bad been a business failure for twenty 
years. One man after another—some of them 
imported as experts—had attempted to find the 
right recipe, and failed. Two years had been 
the limit for a secretary. Their first year 
showed an improvement for the fair and the next 
year a slump. Then there was a new secretary 
and the directors groaned under a load cf debt 

In 1916 Eastman, a Kansas newspaper man of 
wide experience and now in the publicity and 
advertising game, was elected secretary. He 
hed six months to go before the fair opened. 
He rattled the old bones and made such a noise 
do'ng it that some of the fair’s backers shiv- 
ered with financial palsy. But they stayed 
with him and he ‘‘made’’ the fair. 

When the 1916 fair was over and the record- 
breaking crowds and exhibits gone and the re- 
ceipts were totaled in one column and the ex- 
penditures in another, the. directors fell upon 
Eastman’s neck, figuratively speaking, and told 
bim to go his best. 

With more liberty, and with the confidence of 
the fair’s backers and-of the thousands who 
attended the 1916 fair, Eastman cut loose with 
additional ideas of his own for 1917. He hada 
already proven that he had found th long- 
souglit recipe, and he used it aga‘n, garniching 
the product with a score of new metho’ of 
interesting, amusing and educating fair visitors, 
and, incidentally, coining money for the fatr. 

The result was the greatest fair in the his- 
tory of Kansas. It ran six full days, with a

Inuess’ celebrated band of soloists from New 
York was the big feature at the Canadian Na- 
tional Exposition at Toronto. There was a gath- 
ering of about 40,000 to hear the splendid free 
band concert. 

The twice daily balirheo on the streets and 
the spiel that goes with it becomes a mild 
nuisance when done every day for an entire week 
or longer. This ballyhoo and raucous announce- 
ment savers too mach of the carnival and fair 
ground and is hardiy in keeping with the re- 
fined spirit of a Digh-class dramatic show. The 
spectacle of a small bunch of wind jammers in 
het uniforms and sweating copiously is not 
calculated to draw admiration or business. It 
seems too much like saying, “Please come to 
our show, we need the money."* There should 
always be an air of affluence and prosperity 
about a show whether it is ceal or assumed. 
When you suffer in the hot sun or even seem 
to be uncomfortable you only draw the pity 
and contempt of the few people who may happen 
to be on the street. Such emorions are not com- 
patible with big receipts. Don't send your men 
out to parade on a bot day. Wait till night, 
then give a good concert In front of the tent, 
using music stands and playing selections, A 
good selection is equally wasted on a hot, de- 
serted street, or on a nolsy thorofare. 

It does little or no good to send your band up 
town away from your tent at night. Ever no- 
tice that? The object is to draw people to the 
show, if I understand it right, and not up town 
for the benefit of the drug stores and picture 
houses. 


Some weeks ago we played uptown every 
night for the benefit of a streetman. When we 
marched to our tent we went alone, the crowd 
stayed with the streetman; his ballyhoo held 


them after we drew them up there. 

Many times when going away from the tent 
at night we meet the crowds coming to our show 
and TURN THEM BACK with us up town. 
When we have finished our concert they are 
satisfied and do not follow us back to the tent 
again. On other occasions we play for a mere 
handful of people up town and find the crowd 


bas gathered at the tent during our absence 
expecting a concert there. 

A band should play only where the show is, 
at show time. Thirty-six years’ experience and 
close observation taught me these things. 

Many of you don’t know how to use a band 
for best results. Some of you even ask them 
to double canvas and there's where you lose them. 
Good musicians will not double canvas—they 
don’t have to. Of course, they don't have to. 
The dubs may do these things while learning 
the business, but a real musician never does. 
Now some of you are going to get peeved, but 
good musicians and fairminded managers will 
say I am right. 

Let’s keep a-smiling and be a little more fra- 
ternal. Above all let's be fair to the manager, 
do our work cheerfully without kicking, and 
whatever else you may de DON'T STEAL THE 
TICKET HE ADVANCES TO YOU. Be honor 
able under all circumstances, no matter how 
painful. Quit your kickin’, learn to play a Nt- 
tle better and you'll get more salary.

E. A. Says Concessions 


Will Be Sought for Exhibitors Who Wish 
To Play the Royalty Music 


New York, Oct. 1.—‘‘There seems to be con- 
siderable doubt among exbibitors over the music 
tax question,’’ said Charles C, Pettijohn, gen- 
eral manager of the American Exhibitors’ As- 
sociation, in reply to a question relative to 
the situation between the exhibitors and the 
American Society of Composers, Authors «nd 
Publishers, 

“The facts of the case, as it stands today, 
“re more or less befuddled thru misunderstand- 
ing among the exhibitors as to the rights of 
the publishers to demand a tax,’’ he continued, 
“The Supreme Court of the United States has 
rendered a decision in favor of the owners of 
copyright music, enabling them to charge a 
license fee for the privilege of playing their 
music, Under the law they are in the right, 
but it is possible to reach an amicable ar- 
rangement with the publishers, I believe, 
whereby the exhibitors who wish to play their 
music will not saffer any great hardsbip thru 
playing their music. 

“The American Exhibitors’ Association, in 
several conferences held with gentlemen repre. 
senting the American Society of Composers, 
Authors and Publishers, bas been making an 
effort to convince these gentlemen that their 
schedule of licenses as applying to motion pic- 
ture houses is IMPRACTICAL and TOO HIGH 
IN PRICE. In these conferences we are trying 
to do something for the motion picture exhibit- 
or who wants to play music controlled by this 
society, a license for which, under the law, 
must be procured. 

“The motion picture exhibitor who does not 
care to use this music and who could conduct 
his program witbout playing music coming with. 
in this class can avoid the license by NOT 
USING this music. The various trade papers 
have been, and I understand will continue, 
furnishing information as to the companies and 
their music, the use of which does not require 
this license,

New York, Oct, 1.—An example of the meth- 
ods used by the Paramount-Artcraft combination 
in dealing with the small exhibitor is shown by 
the following letter received by C. C. Pettijohn, 
general manager of the American Exhibitors’ As- 
sociation, from A. T. Megibben, Regent Theater, 
Cleveland, Miss.: 


“Cleveland, Miss., Sept. 17, 1917. 
“C. C. Pettijohn,

“Dear Sir—I noticed in The Billboard your 
request for exhibitors to send in information 
relative to the treatment received from certain 
producers. For your information I have a Mary 
Pickford (Artcraft) contract with the Atlanta 
exchange.

The Little American was due 
about August 20. About two weeks before this 
date I was advised by the New Orleans branch 
that the Atlanta exchange had turned over to 
them my contract. 

“The Little American was booked for my use 
on dates of August 21 and 22. My order and 
check for advertising matter were accented, but 
were held up. I had gone ahead and srent con- 
siderable money in advertising in both local pa- 
pers for two weeks. On August 17, five days 
before my showing, they wrote me canceling the 
booking. Their excuse was that the New York 
office had called their print in to fill some very 
important bookings, 

“This cancelation cost me nearly $100. Short- 
ly afterwards they sent a salesman up to see 
me, He stayed here two days and he had with 
him various communications from the exchange 
with the intention of squaring things up with 
me. He was perfectly willing to allow me a few 
free bookings from the regular program provid- 
ing I would sign up for the ‘23 stars’ with a de- 
posit on each star. You can very easily guess 
what my reply was, 

“This salesman, by the way, had been an ex- 
hibitor. He admitted that I had not been treat-

There is no way of evading it by jockeying 
or subterfuge, for the clause applying to caba- 
rets distinctly says that an admission will be 
construed as such even if the price of same 
is partly or wholly included in the charge for 
food or drinks. 

The full text of that portion of the bill 
that affects amusements is printed on page 3 
of this issue, This is a verbatim copy of the 
original and will well repay perusal. 

Many moving picture houses will be unable 
to pass the 1 cent tax on to their patrons, be- 
cause at 10 cents they are obtaining the very 
utmost that they can expect or hope for. It 
would be just as difficult to get fifteen cents 
as eleven, 

The result will be that they will close by 
thousands and chaos will reign until they can 
so readjust as to open again with a chance for 
profit.

He was cast in the roles of Moka 
and Romeo in the production. Abrams, who had 


been before the American public as an animal | 


impersonator for the past 31 years, was brought 
to this country from England by Klaw & Er- 
langer and given an important part in tleir 
production of Mother Goose. His mirth-provok- 
ing and inimitable acting as the purring tabby 
and the barking towser are well remembered. 
In Chicago especially did he reach the heights of 
popularity when in the ‘80s and early ‘90s he 
appeared in a series of extravaganzas—the Crys- 
tal Slipper, Bluebird, Jr., Sindbad, Ali Baba and 
Aladdin, all of which were produced by David 
Henderson at the Chicago Opera House. In them 
Abrams was aésociated with Eddie Foy, May 
Yobe, Clara Qualitz, Little Tich, and others 
equally famous. It is doubtful if Abrams had 
a peer in his chosen profession. He had devoted 
a lifetime to the study of animal parts. The 
result was a long line of portrayals as near 
perfect as was possible of attainment.

A Tribute to the Memory of Robt. C 


Newman 
Members of the Theatrical Mechanical Associa 
tions of the United States and Canada: 
Brothers—We think there can be no more 


appropriate time to pay tribute to the memory 
of our beloved Brother and Grand Secretary- 
Treasurer, Robert C. Newman, who was so re- 
cently taken from us while ip the discharge of 
his duties at the Sixteenth Biennial Session of 
our Grand Lodge at Piqua, O., July 9%, 1917. 
His death came to us all with the suddenness 
of a flash as it were, and at this time we pre- 
sent this little token of respect due to Brother 
Newman, for he was an active member of the 
Order from the date of his initiation Into the 
Order in the year 1887, July 24, and as such 
he remained until bis death. In 1905, at the 
Grand Lodge Session in San Francisco, be was 
elected Grand Secretary-Treasurer, and from 
that time on he was elected to that office with 
out opposition. It was our gratifying privilege 
to bave the advantage of his faithful services 
and advice from the time of his installation in 
San Francisco up to the very minute of bis sud 
den death in Viqua, O. He lived an unassum 
ing life, was well known thruout the Order, 
and was highly esteemed by all who were for- 
tunate enough to be favored with bis acquaint 
auee. He was of a most genial disposition and 
manner and-pleasant humor that made him a 
genial companion and a much liked friend by all 


who were favored by his companionship, not 
only in bis own Lodge, but in every walk of 
life. His services in behalf of our Order were 
of great value, and all his duties were per- 


formed with zeal, intelligence and ability. He 
was frm in bis falth in our Order and its 
cause, be was ever ready to give his best 
thought to the interests of his office; bis 
friendship was warm and true, and it was an 
honor to be his friend Unostentatious, he 
never failed to give his best thought to any 
question brought before bim in the interest of 
our Order. He was courageous in his opinion, 
never stubborn in opposition, or otherwise than 
courteous to those with whom he had a differ 
ence of opinion. He was a Brother whom we 
honored, and consequently was worthy of great 
respect and commemoration of the Order in gen 
eral. We know of no one who was, more at- 
tentive to his duties in the session of the 


Grand Lodge than the Brother whose loss we 
now mourn. We learned to admire and re- 
spect him as we had learned to bonor him. 


We often think as we are climbing life's ladder 
that those who labor for thelr Orders do not get 


full credit for the work they do until life's 
cares are over. We feel in the life of Brother 
Newman, in the peaceful life he led in our 


work, we can hold above his bead a crown of 
victory and crown him with it. Ne one of us, 
and many bave known him long, can recall any 
language of his which in any way betrayed 
an uncharitable or unkind thought. It was in 
the Grand Lodge room tbat most of us knew 
bim intimately, and it is there that we shall 
miss bis genial smile and the warm grasp of 
the band, and his fraternal spirit, combined 
with his cordial, unaffected friendship. All 
members of our Lodge who knew Brotber New 
man can but feel a pang of sorrow at his sud- 


den death, and join in paying a feeling trib- 
ute to bis life, for he lived a life worthy of 
example and emulation. If we were to sum 
up his life in a single sentence we could do 
so in no more fitting words than that “he was 
a doer of things worth while." It was while 
he was at our Grand Laige sessions that no 


one appeared more earnest, more hopeful, more 
determined for our ultimate than the 
Brother whose memory we are now paying this 
slight tribute to. The genial spirit of Brother 
Robert C. Newman has passed from our midst 
to the Great Beyond, and the many who sought

book days. It no longer tires the people to 
think, to think for a whole year along one line, 

The phrases of the winter reading course get 
over into the summer discussions. Much is 
made in the newspaper series of a ‘100 per 
cent town,”"’ a real town that shows the most 
perfect standard actually yet attained. It be- 
comes the ‘‘Colonel Bogey’’ of the other towns. 
Perhaps the lecturers have visited it, at least 
they know about it. “Tell us, Doctor, just 
how they did it, so that we can learn,”’ begins 
to be the note of the discussions that follow the 
lecture. 

The Chautauqua Association of Pennsylvania 
Was so encouraged by the interest that has been 
aroused in community programs that it has 
created a staff of specialists to follow up the 
reading courses and the summer programs. 
University men have gone forth and showed 
towns how to take a survey, or “town inven- 
tory,"" as they prefer to call it. In more than 
one place this led to a scrutiny of the water, 
food and milk supply, and to the passing of bet- 
ter town ordinances. The association this win- 
ter will send young college men and women 
among the public schools, and they will take up 
with the young people such matters as personal 
health, thrift and personal ideals, and will lead 
in developing junior festivals. 

The article that was published in the reading 
course upon the subject of infantile paralysis il- 
lustrates how potent the local newspaper really 
is. It steadied public sentiment in nearly a 
hundred towns, gave poise instead of panic, and 
was also widely reprinted. 

The attitude of the home editors has been 
most cordial. In spite of the high cost of paper 
and labor last year nearly a hundred editors ac- 
cepted this service, which they had to set up 
week by week by hand. ‘“‘It is the very thing 
we need in order to develop our community 


life,” wrote more than one of these public- 
spirited leaders. Many of them printed it next 
to the editorial column, where it shared the at- 
tention of the readers with local politics and 
other moral movements, Sometimes these 
editors called editorial attention to these mes- 
sages from time to time, 


Of course the course has its own diplomas, 
which are given, as in the C. L. S. C., with 
bright seals attached for progressive work. .A 
D.D. met Dr. Forbush this summer and showed 
him all the articles neatly pasted into a book, 
underlined and annotated. ‘I shall put the 
diploma of the Chautauqua Reading Hour upon 
the same wall as that of my doctorate,” said 
he. ‘‘It has been of inestimable value to me in 
guiding public sentiment. I have persuaded two 
editors to reprint the series for a second year.”’ 
This fall the series will probably be circulated 
by other chautauqua managers from one : coast 
to another, for altho it does not claim to ad- 
vertise chautauqua it gives such an added value 
© the wovement in getting the chautauqua pa- 
trons to read about the things that chautauqua 
stands for that it keeps the movement in their 
minds every week of the year,

The circuit chautauqua long ago caught the 
eye and ear of America. Now it is reaching its 
brain, Next season the reading course will have 
as its theme Education, the most timely of all 
subjects now in a world where children are be- 
ing valued as never before. It touches the heart 
and imagination to know that all next year 
probably more than 200,000 of our people who 
live in the unspoiled places will be studying 
bow to train and prepare the men and women of 
tomorrow.

Struggle To Survive on the Chautauqua Plat- 
form. 

It is a remarkably clear and profound piece 
of work, 

The chautauqua has intensely interested me 
for years. I have spent much time in its 
earnest consideration. 


I will admit that years ago I was more or 
less ribald in my comment on the nature and 
character of chautauqua people, and on one 
occasion (in a public address) characterizedgit as 
a mollycoddle institution. But of late years 
I have been progressing both mentally and 
spiritually, and have had to revise my judg- 
ment concerning the lyceum and chautauqua, 

So this early summer I took the time to 
visit many of the ‘‘tented colleges,”’ as they 
are called, taking in both the great and the 
near great, the bureau and independent. 

Being an amateur social scientist and having 
been actively identified with almost every 
branch of the show business, I am _ positive 
that I have had enough experience to enable 
me to come toe a sound conclusion concerning 
this form of human endeavor. 

For six weeks I had been preparing a paper 
which I intended submitting to The Billboard 
for publication, It was a diagnosis of the 
ills of the chautauqua as I saw them, and a 
thesis on the cause of these apparent disorders, 

The cause, as I saw it, was one that the 
diciples of Karl Marx call Economic Determin- 
ism. 

Imagine my surprise as I read Mr, Lybarger’s 
paper. Here was a man, speaking with the 
voice of authority and understanding, and say- 
ing almost the identical things I had for weeks 
been penciling in my note book, 

I attended the convention in Chicago last 
week, but did not get to hear Mr. Lybarger. 

Most of the papers read were mere palaver 
diluted with a little patriotic salt and pepper, 
vain attempts to prescribe for a patient whose 
disorders the reader of the paper could net 
understand. 

But Mr. Lybarger went to the root of the 
matter, His diagnosis is one that will stand 
the test of cold and critical analysis. 

After reading his paper I decided that I had 
nothing to say; that he had said all I could 
have said and said it better, too, 

The chautauqua is in the grip of the same 
forces that have their tendrils on every other 
industry. 

The intensification of Capital must bring 
about q corresponding intensification of Talent 
or Labor, and eventually will result in a 
standardizatiou of talent. And if the talent think 
otherwise they are living in a world of illusion. 

I am grateful to Lee Francis Lybarger for 
having saved me the labor of completing my 
paper. It has been thrown into the waste basket.

with the pictures themselves, we may feel tha 
the spoken drama as we now know it is doomed. 
Our other fear for colored pictures is that it 
will be difficult to find directors who wil! 
achieve artistic results when the problems of 
color values are added to the difficulties they 
are already struggling with, Few of the di. 
rectors of today have mastered group compo- 
sition. The added burden would prove too 
great for most of them to carry. In the 
present instance the picture was directed by 
an artist of no mean ability, but with all his 
care and forethought his medium often playeg 
him false, particularly when a gray, pboto 
Sraphing blue, threw an inessential detail of 
background into prominence, or when a red, 
taking a more vivid hue than is found in na. 
ture, stuck out like a sore thumb, 


Of course, it would be absurd to expect per 
fect results from a first attempt, but it must 
have been apparent to all who saw the picture 
that there were other defects in the medium 
in its present state of development that wil! 
retard its commercial application and success 
Among them were revealed the fact that any 
succession of short scenes, such as close-ups, 
which suddenly superimposed one color over 
another in the same spot, particularly with 
colors more elementary than those of life, pro 
duced a resultant eye strain that was annoy 
ing. Again, where the film itself was defective, 
bright spots of red and green danced thru the 
screen, a defect that will become magnified as 
the print is used and shows wear and tear. 
And, finally, the strong light apparently neces- 
sary to produce results caused the producers 
to use exteriors wherever possible, and there 
Was a suspicion that the few interiors were 
also taken out of doors, Even so, fine results 
were only oDtained in the scenes on board ship 
or on the beach and whenever the background 
Teflected light and d'd not eat it up. The scenes 
on a green lawn were very disappointing. 


To overcome the first of these defects it will 
be necessary to confine the action to scenes of 
long duration, or to let each scene fade in 
or out. Deprived of a rapid succession of short 
scenes the director and scenario writer lose a 
tremendous asset. The second defect is purelr 
mechanical, but the third, also awaiting »® 
laboratory solution, will either necessitate a 
limitation of the scope of picture stories or 
will confine the industry to such localities 
where all pictures can be taken out of doors, 
Needless to say, this would work injury to 
the legitimate player, as he could not combine 
his legitimate work with occasional profitable 
picture ‘‘filers.’’ 

On the whole, however, the production of this 
picture was a big achievement, and the artistic 
results, as well as the human touches incor 
porated in the story, roused to applause an 
audience that had mainly come to scoff.
